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COUNCIL MEMBERS SPENT OVER AN HOUR BEHIND CLOSED DOORS 


New Brockton’s police chief reinstated by council

Take away the one-and-a-half 
hour executive session and the New 
Brockton Town Council had a pro- 
ductive meeting lasting about one 
hour. 

Almost 100 of the town’s resi- 
dents crowded in the chamber, hall- 
way and adjoining rooms to listen 
and observe the council’s action. 

The reason for the heightened in- 
terest in the council meeting was the 
recent suspension of New Brockton 
Police Chief Charles Driggers by 
Mayor Kathryn Holley. 

Mayor Holley suspended Chief 
Driggers, without pay, on Wednes- 
day, February 14, Driggers had been 
on suspension for 14 working days 
as of Monday evening. The mayor 
would make no comment on the rea- 
son for the chief’s suspension. 

Fifteen minutes (7:15 p.m.) into 
Monday night’s meeting, the council 
went into executive session to hear 
the mayor's report on the matter. 

At 8:30 p.m., the council and 
mayor emerged from behind closed 
doors. 

Councilman Charles Cole, who 
also serves as police commissioner, 
made a motion, seconded by Coun- 
cilman Jack Caradine, that the coun- 
cil “disapprove Chief Driggers’ two- 
week suspension without pay.” 

His motion further stated that the 
chief be given back five days of 
leave time. 

During the discussion of the mo- 
tion, Councilman Robert Miles com- 
mented, “I’d like for the record to 
show that the mayor was within her 
rights in suspending Driggers for 
two weeks without pay when she did 


it.” 

According to state statue, the 
mayor has the authority to suspend 
any ci a of the town subject to 
review by the council at its next reg- 
ular scheduled meeting. At that time, 
the council can either approve or dis- 
approve the mayor’s action, 

Cole commented, “Although the 
mayor was within her right, he did 
not agree with the chief's suspension 
in the manner in which it was done,” 

The council, showing a sign of 
positive action, approved the motion 
by voting unanimously - including 
the mayor - to reinstate Chief Drig- 
gers. 

After the vote was taken, there 
was thunderous applause from the 
majority of the individuals attending 
the meeting. 

Councilman Cole further stated 
that the chief will be reprimanded, 
and that a list of duties will be drawn 
up by MayorHolley, Town Attorney 
Joe Sawyer, and himself. 

“If the chief does not do his duty 
according to those guidelines, I'll 
come back and make a motion that 
we terminate him!” said Cole. 

In other matters, the council 
heard a positive report from the 
town's auditing firm of Barr, Brun- 
son, Wilkerson & Bowden. 

Bruce Keel, an auditor with the 
firm, briefly reviewed the fiscal year 
1995 audit with the council. 

He stated there was a decrease in 
grants, increase in salaries, accounts 
parable were down, total revenue 
was down (due to fewer grants), and 
that expenditures were down. 

Keel commented that “It’s the 
goal of a town to not hoard money, 
but to collect it and spend it on pro- 


viding services to the citizens of the 
town.” 

He noted that the town had done 
a good job with what it had to work 
with. Keel praised City Clerk/ 
Treasurer Linda Dillow for her work 
in keeping tabs on the workings of 
the town and her records. 

In response to Councilman Cole’s 
question, “Do you have any recom- 
mendations?” Keel replied, “Not 
really.” 

Jerry Gilbert, acting chief of po- 
lice, reported that officers had issued 
66 traffic citations during the month 
of February. 

The police department investigat- 
ed 5 auto accidents, rescue squad 
members responded to 20 calls for 
help, and the fire department an- 
swered 9 alarms. 

Other actions taken by the council 
were as follows: 

***Paid monthly bills totalling 
$14,161.22. (During the discussion 
of bills, it was noted that the trans- 
mission on one of the newest police 
cars had gone out, and on the other 
one, the air conditioner compressor 
needed replacing). 

***Amended the 1996 _ fiscal 
year’s budget to read $290,857.00. 

***Increased rate of mileage re- 
imbursement for travel from 27¢ to 
31¢ per mile. 

***Referred citizen’s request for 
help on maintenance on Byrd Mill 
Road to the Coffee County Commis- 
sion. Presently, 17 families reside on 
this road while there are 6 chicken 
houses located along this same road. 

***Bill Boland was instructed to 
present request for zoning variance 
on Ainsley Street to the Zoning 
Board of Adjustment. 


$50,000.00 claim denied by New Brockton

A claim filed against the Town of 
New Brockton, upon advice from the 
town’s Attomey Joe Sawyer, was de- 
nied by the council Monday evening. 

The claim, in the amount of 
$50,000.00, was filed on the behalf 
of Jesse Snyder, a minor, by his 
mother and father, Rebecca Gail and 
Edward L, Snyder. 

City Clerk Linda Dillow noted 
that the claim was filed on February 
16, 1996. The defendants named in 
the claim are: Jerry Gilbert and the 
Town of New Brockton. Gilbert is 
the assistant police chief. 

In the claim, the plaintiff, Jesse 
Snyder, alleges that on or about No- 
vember 8, 1995, he was at his home 
in New Brockton when Jerry Gilbert 
arrested him without just cause. 

It further alleges that he was 
placed in the Coffee County Jail in 
New Brockton, an adult facility, and 
that as a direct and approximate con- 
sequence of Jerry Gilbert's conduct, 
he was injured, 

The following was listed as his 
injuries: he was caused to suffer hu- 
miliation and indignities; he was 


caused to suffer mental anguish and 
pain; and his reputation was tar- 
nished and will continue to suffer 
same in the future. 

The plaintiff (Jesse Snyder) alleg- 
es that the conduct on the part of the 
defendants was contrary and in vio- 


lation of the provisions of Title 12- 
15-61 of the Code of Alabama , 
1975 as amended. 

Attorney for the plaintiffs is Jack- 
son W. Stokes of Elba. 

The mayor and council declined 
to comment on the matter.

Dorsey Trailers, Inc. announced 
today that it is adjusting its produc- 
tion plan and workforce in response 
@o the significant downturn in the 
truck-trailer market. Demand for 
new trailers has become very soft 
and incoming orders have slowed 
significantly for the industry, caus- 
ing the company to reduce its pro- 
duction schedule and sales and mar- 
gin expectations for the first quarter 
of 1996, 

The company’s van manufactur- 
ing plant in Elba, Alabama will not 
operate for the week beginning 
March 11, in response to a decline 
in new orders. Additionally, the 
workforce will be reduced by ap- 
proximately 350 employees until 
improved demand allows production 
schedule increases.

be that preferred supplier when the 
customer demand returns. We are’ 
not sure when the plant can return to 
current production levels, but we are 
dedicated to every effort to make 
that happen as soon as possible.” 

Industry economists now expect 
1996 trailer shipments to be about 
one-third less than 1995 unit ship- 
ments. This condition has caused se- 
vere price cutting across the trailer 
industry, which has the capacity to 
build approximately twice as many 
trailers as are expected to be pur- 
chased in 1996. Declining material 
costs have not been sufficient to off- 
set lower sales prices, and, therefore, 
the company’s gross margin expecta- 
tions have been reduced. Due to low- 
er sales, production, and gross mar- 
gin, Dorsey now anticipates that it 
will have a loss for the quarter end- 
ing March 1996. 

Miss Marks also stated, “We are 
obviously disappointed with the ex- 
pectations for the first quarter of 
1996, but Dorsey is extremely well 
positioned as a long-term winner in

Farrakhan Trips Should be Investigated 


Normally Congress would 
have little interest in the affairs of 
American citizens as they travel the 
world, except to look after their well- 
being should they need help while 
visiting in a far-flung land, One no- 
table exception to this, however, is 
the recent foreign travels of Louis 
Farrakhan, head of the America-based 
Nation of Islam movement. 

While abroad, Farrakhan 
an American citizen — went out of 
his way to condemn and threaten the 
United States in the very camps of 
our staunchest enemies. Now many 
in Congress, myself included, feel 
his actions should be investigated for 
possible violation of federal law. 

Recently, Louis Farrakhanem- 
barked on an international tour of 
several countries which are avowed 
enemies of the United States. He 
claims he was on a “peace mission,” 
you be the judge. 

Libya is no stranger to most 
Americans. This north African na- 
tion is listed by the U.S. State Depart- 
ment as a sponsor of terrorism, and 
has steadfastly refused to hand over 
for trial two individuals who have 
been accused in the 1988 bombing of 
Pan Am flight 103 over Lockerbie, 
Scotland, which killed 269 people, 
including many Americans. 

Farrakhan met with Libyan 
Leader Muammar Qadhafi and was 
quoted in the Libyan press as saying, 
“Timplore God to punish our enemies 
hundreds of times, just as they did to 
us and against you.” Furthermore, 
Qadhafi pledged to spend one billion 
dollars on Muslim causes in the 
United States and agreed to work 
with Farrakhan to influence U.S. elec- 
tions. 

Iran, another nation listed by 
the U.S. Government as a host of 
terrorist activities, is best known to 
Americans for its takeover of our 
embassy there in 1979, For 14 
months, 50 Americans were held hos- 
tage in Iran under extreme and life- 
threatening conditions. Today, Iran 


maintains its hostility towards the 
United States and poses a threat to 
peace and stability in the Persian Gulf, 

Farrakhan was aguestof honor 
at a rally in Tehran celebrating the 

17th anniversary of the Islamic Revo- 
lution in Iran, While there, he was 
quoted in the Iranian newspaper 
Kayhanas having said “You can quote 
me; God will destroy America by the 
hands of Moslems.” 

Farrakhan didn't stop there, 
however, To add further insult, he 
traveled to Baghdad to meet with 
Iraqi President Saddam Hussein. 
Saddam, of course, is well known for 
his invasion of neighboring Kuwait, 
resulting in the Persian Gulf War and 
internationally approved economic 
sanctions being imposed against his 
nation, 

During his Iraqi visit, 
Farrakhan described United States 
policy toward Iraq as “a very wicked 
policy that must be stopped immedi- 
ately” and as “mass murder of the 
Iraqi people.” 

It appears that a number of 
federal laws may have been broken 
by Farrakhan, including the Arms 
Export Control Act which prohibits 
contact with nations which sponsor 
terrorism. Regrettably, the Justice 
Department has so far taken no action 
to investigate this matter. 

This week, a bipartisan resolu- 
tion (H. RES. 365) will be introduced 
in the U.S. House of Representatives 
condemning Farrakhan for his ac- 
tions abroad and calling upon the 
President to direct appropriate fed- 
eral government agencies to deter- 
mine if Farrakhan violated U.S. law 
by these visits and, if so, to prosecute 
him. 

I will cosponsor this resolu- 
tion and support efforts in Congress 
to summon Farrakhan to testify be- 
fore a House committee looking into 
his actions. Farrakhan’s acts are de- 
plorable violations of U.S. law and 
should be thoroughly scrutinized by 
the Justice Department.

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Dear Editor: 

At first glance, the flat tax looks 
like a great idea, but the more I think 
about it, the more I wonder if it real- 
ly is good for middle-class Ameri- 
cans. 

Our current tax system surely has 
its faults. It's complicated. It seems 
unfair, It probably does need a long, 
hard look--maybe even a complete 
overhaul, 

But there is one good thing about 
our tax code that should remain a 

art of any new tax system; it gives 
incentives for individuals to take 
personal responsibility for them- 
selves and their families in planning 
for premature death and retirement, 

Tax rules that encourage people 
to take advantage of Individual R - 
tirement Accounts (IRAs), annuities, 
life insurance and private pension 
plans help workers--and their em- 
ployers--provide for family protec- 
tion and retirement savings. Where 
there are rules to encourage people 
to help themselves, rather than rely 
on government programs, those rules 
should be preserved or strengthened. 

But the flat tax either reduces or 
eliminates the incentives for retire- 
ment planning and family protection. 
I fear that without real encourage- 
ment to save for the future, families 
Struggling from paycheck to pay- 
check won't save enough for their 
retirement, and employers will lose 
their ability to ay their workers 
through pension plans. That will 
worsen our already low (among the 
lowest of all industrialized nations) 
national savings rate, as well as 
strain Social Security and other pub- 
lic programs. 

t’s ironic that while our leaders 
tell us that government must shrink, 
those same leaders tout a tax idea 
that will probably lead to more, not 
less, reliance on government. I think 
the flat tax idea needs to be reexam- 
ined. At the very least, it should be 
reshaped to stimulate long-term sav-

vertise them in the newspaper where 
they might find a good home. Help cut 
down on inhumane treatment and help 
prevent diseases that may also harm peo- 
ple.

Basic Training is a course 
of endurance, A drill sergeant, someone 
who is in charge of the soldiers, will 
awake the young soldiers early in the 
SINE and drill them constantly just to 
see if they can withstand the emotional 
and physical abuse. Fortunately, basic 
training only last for eight weeks. 

Most people think that soldiers make 
a lot of money, Most soldiers usually 
make enough money to keep themselves 
above poverty level, The only soldiers 
that make plenty of money are the ones 
who are officers or the soldiers who have 
been enlisted for many years.

So 
they really never miss the money. There 
is no cost for soldiers or their de- 
pendents, (soldier's spouse or children) 
when they go to the doctor, 

Single soldiers live in apartments 
called barracks, There can be 100 apart- 
ments in a single barracks, A soldier 
may have one or two roommates. Mar- 
ried soldiers live in houses that are com- 
monly adjoined together. The size of the 
home that the family lives in is based 
upon the size of the family, 

When a soldier receives PCS forms 
(forms that tell the soldier when to move 
and where they are moving to) it is time 
to pack up and move, PCS forms usual- 
ly come every three to four years, Mov- 
ing is one of the advantages of being in 
the military, I, myself, have lived in five 
different states, Pived in Germany for 
four years. Soldiers are sent all around 
the world, 

The children are the ones who have it 
rough. They will get used to living in a 
particular environment and then have to 
move again, In some cases, by the time 
the children will graduate from school 
they could have attended twelve differ- 
ent schools, 

My favorite advantage of being part 
of the military is the feeling of security. 
While living on the base, I felt more se- 
cure because the MP's (military police) 
made routine ties throughout the base,

The saga of who has the responsi- 
bility - New Brockton or the county 
- to maintain county roads within the 
cily limits continues. 

In Monday's meeting of the Cof- 
fee County Commission, New 
Brockton Mayor Kathryn Holley ad- 
dressed the commission in an at- 
tempt to resolve, or rather clarify, 
the problem that now exists between 
the town and county. 

The purpose of Holley’s “visit” to 
the commission meeting was two- 
fold. First, she told commissioners 
that she wished to state the New 
Brockton Town Council position on 
the matter concerning Tyler Street 
(Co. Rd. 533). 

Secondly, the condition of Byrd 
Mill Road was brought to the atten- 
tion of the commission. Several indi- 
viduals who live on the road asked 
for the commission’s help in main- 
taining the road. 

Byrd Mill Road is a by-product of 
the dispute between the county and 
town on whose responsibility it is to 
maintain county roads lying within 
the corporate town limits. 

The Tyler Street (Co. Rd. 533) 
question originated back in 1994, 
The road was strip-patched and later 
resurfaced in the summer of 1995. 

At that time, the town agreed to 
pay approximately $3,500 for the 
Strip-patching and approximately 
$16,000 as their share on the resur- 
facing project. 

However, according to Mayor 
Holley, there was a stipulation to the 
agreement as stated in a letter dated 
June 29, 1994 to then County Engi- 
neer Mark Pool. 


Sheriff's deputies 
nab burglars

The Coffee County Sheriff’s De- 
partment has identified three male 
juveniles responsible for two resi- 
dential burglaries in Coffee County. 

The burglaries occurred Thurs- 
day, March 7; on Powell Road locat- 
ed inside the New Brockton Police 
J imiediouon and Coffee County Road 
138. 

The three individuals have been 
arrested on charges of burglary in 
the first degree. Because of the na- 
ture of the offenses, the juveniles are 
being treated as adults. 

Arrested were: George Robert 
Whitley, 17, of New Brockton; Dan- 
iel Bruce Perdue, 16, of Enterprise; 
and Joey Christopher Preston, 16, of 
Elba. 

They are currently being held in 
the Coffee County Jail on two 
$15,000 bonds each. 

During the investigation by sher- 
iff’s deputies on Co, Rd, 138, neigh- 
bors were able to provide accurate 
information concerning the suspects 
and their vehicle. This information 
led to the identity of the individuals. 

Warrants were obtained by the 
sheriff's department and New Brock- 
ton Police De ents, 

Both burglaries occurred during 
the daylight hours. All items taken, 
including several guns and knives, 
have been recovered, 

The incident remains under inves- 
tigation by both law enforcement 
agencies involved in the case. 


In the letter, reference was made 
to a similar question to which an at- 
torney gencral’s opinion had been 
rendered. Simply stated, it said that 
the county has the “authority and re- 
sponsibility to maintain county roads 
and bridges that lie within the corpo- 
rate limits of a town.” The opinion 
was in reference to the Town of Ber- 
ry. 

The letter further stated that 
should this indeed be true, the 
county would reimburse the town for 
any expenditures made toward the 
strip-patching and resurfacing. 

Meanwhile, in December the 
county billed New Brockton for 
$15,961.63 (to be paid in 96 monthly 
payments of $166.26). The council 
refused to make payment. 

In turn, the county commission, at 
the recommendation of County Engi- 
neer Randy Tindell, ceased to pro- 
vide any services to the Town of 
New Brockton. This action was tak- 
en in the December 11 meeting of 
the county commission. 

A recent bill passed by the Ala- 
bama Legislature addresses the road 
maintenance question; however, 
there is some question as to how it 
applies to the New Brockton situa- 
tion. An attorney general’s opinion 
is being sought by both parties - 
New Brockton and the county- in 
hopes of resolving this matter. 

As to the Byrd Mill Road ques- 
tion, the commission contends that 
this road is solely the responsibility 
of the town and it is not, nor has it 
ever been, a county road. 

In the past, the county has assist- 
ed New Brockton in maintaining the 
road by blading it, placing gravel on 
the roadway and even constructing a 
new one-lane bridge on the road. 

Commissioner Bermest Brooks, in 
an attempt to assist the residents who 
live on the road, made a motion to 
appoint a joint committee made up 
of commission and council members 
to reach an agreement. 

Commission Chairman Robert 
Stephens noted that any agreement 
reached would have to be in accor- 
dance with the law.

County & New Brockton remain at odds over roads - 


The motion failed to pass in a 5-2 
vote, 

Brooks noted that there are six 
chicken houses and a large pig farm- 
ing operation located on the road, It 
was suggested that funds to up-grade 
the road may be available through an 
industrial access grant from the state. 

Both parties involved in the dis- 
pute - county and town - left Mon- 
day’s meeting with the opinion they 
were right in their actions. No future 
meeting or time was set to discuss 
the problem that indeed does exist. 

Turning to another matter, Coffee 
County Sheriff Ben Moates ad- 
dressed the commission on his de- 
partment’s need for a K-9 vehicle. 

In the last commission meeting, 
Moates received authorization to ob- 
tain bids on a four-wheel drive, four- 
door vehicle to be used to transport 
the recently acquired “drug dog” and 
his handler, Sgt. Jack Herbert. 

Sgt. Herbert is presently using his 
patrol car, less the back seat, to 
transport his partner, Ferro (the drug 
dog). The vehicle being requested 
would allow Herbert to transport 
prisoners and /or suspects along with 
Ferro in separate compartments. 

Since the last meeting, Sheriff 
Moates learned that a vehicle of this 
type, a Jeep Cherokee, is listed on 
the state bid list thus eliminating the 
necessity of seeking bids. 

The total cost of the vehicle, in- 
cluding emergency equipment, is 
$20,343.88. 

Moates told commissioners that 
he could come up with approximate-~ 
ly $8,000 of the total amount leaving 
about $12,000 to be funded by the 
commission. 

Both the commission and sheriff 
agreed that the amount would create 


an overage in the department’s bud- 
get. 
After several minutes of discus- 
sion, Commissioner Bill Faulk made 
4 motion that the commission chair- 
man, county administrator, as well 
as all the commissioners look at the 
budget and see if the sheriff's re- 
quest can be granted - possibly at the 
next meeting,

*** Authorized the Health Depart- 
ment to purchase a transportation ve- 
hicle through the county.

According to Investigator Johnny 
Senn, the investigation into the inci- 
dent resulted in several other cases

Senn stated that on Jan 4, 
1996, a resident in Morrow Village 
was assaulted and robbed of more 
than $200 in cash, The resident in 
this incident received minor injuries 
during the altercation with the assai-

In another incident which oc- 
curred on February 2, 1996, the Elba 
Housing Authority office, located in 
Morrow Village, was broken into, 
The majority of the office supplies 
and, other items of value were se- 
verely damage. Also, a small amount 
of money was taken, 

On February 25, 1996, the Hous- 
ing Authority's office was burglar- 
ized again. This time, a considerable 
amount of damage was, once again, 
done to office items, 

Investigator Senn stated that an 
individual was questioned about the 
incidences, and later he was arrested 
and charged, 

Willie Paul Mitchell, age 18 of 
Elba, was charged with burglary in 
the second degree, a Class B felony; 
theft of property in the first degree, 
also a Class felony; and two 
counts of burglary in the third de- 
gree, a Class C felony,

convention of the National League 
of Cities. 

The highlight of the meeting was 
the signing of an agreement to get 
the bridge built across Beaver Dam 
Creek, between the new schools and 
Taylor Mill Road. Other business in- 
cluded the paying of monthly bills, 
approving a resolution adopting the 
summer food program and hearing a 
routine police report. 

Mayor Pro Tem Brad Wilson pre- 
sided over the meeting in the ab- 
sence of the mayor. 

Representative Garreth Moore 
and Superintendent Charles Pearce 
were present to explain the bridge 
project to council members. 

Moore told council members he 
had been allocated additional high- 
way department funds totaling’ 
$129,000 and felt “this was one of 
the better places to spend it and get 
the most bang for the buck.” 

This money will be added to the 
$156,000 of state funds already ear- 
marked for the project and should 
complete funding needs for the 
bridge. Representative Moore said 
this project is on the schedule with 
other highway project bid lettings in 
April. He said that with ideal condi- 
tions, the bridge could be completed 
by September, 

Pearce addressed the possible 
cost overruns which would be the re- 
sponsibility of the city and the 
school board. He also said the school 
board was prepared to pledge up to 
$10,000 toward this cost. 


One-vehicle wreck kills one 
& injures four in Wilkinstown

Lately, wrecks in and around 
Elba have been occurring all too fre- 
quently and injuring multiple per- 
sons, 

Just recently, a wreck in the Cur- 
tis Community took the life of one 
individual and sent five others to the 
hospital with serious injuries, 

nother wreck, involving a car 
and pick-up, happened in Elba send- 
ing five persons to a local hospital. 
Fortunately, no one sustained serious 
injuries, 

Last Saturday night, a one-vehicle 
crash occurred in northem Coffee 
County resulting in the death of a 
teenage boy, Two other teenage boys 
and two teenage girls were taken lo 
the hospital in Troy and treated for 
cuts and abrasions, 

William Matt Scarbrough, 15, of 
Troy, was thrown from the vehicle 
and later died in a Montgomery hos- 
pital from injuries received in the 
crash 


Malt was the son of Bill and Jean 
Scarbrough of Troy,and the grand- 
son of William and Jean Scarbrough 


of Elba. 

Others injured in the crash were 
identified as: Brandon Helms, 15, of 
Glenwood; Brandy Johnson, 15, 
Adam D, Shirley, 16, and Wendy 
Johnson, 15, all from Troy. They 
were treated in a Troy hospital and 
later released, 

The mishap occurred shortly after 
9:30 p.m, on Co, Road 308 in the 
Wilkinstown Community, The driver 
apparently lost control of the Ford 
Bronco as the vehicle left the road- 
way and overturned coming to rest 
on its roof, 


Three units from the Elba Rescue 
Squad responded to the scene and 
transported four of the victims to the 
hospital in Troy, One of the injured 
was taken by private vehicle to the 
hospital in Troy, 

Iso responding to the wreck, 
and assisting rescue personnel, were 
units from the Elba and Zion Chapel 
volunteer fire departments, 

The wreck is being investigated 
by the Alabama State Trooper's of- 
fice in Dothan, State Trooper Willie 
White responded to the scene, 


Engineers have indicated that the 
only cost overrun would come from 
the need to install deeper support pil- 
ings due to unstable ground. How- 
ever, Pearce reported the U. S. Army 
did the necessary core sampling 
when they were preparing the ap- 
proaches to the bridge and found no 
problems. 

Assistant Police Chief Randy 
White reported the department had 
responded to 188 calls; completed 
32 incident reports; made 21 crim- 
inal arrest and issued 44 traffic cita- 
tions. 

The traffic citations included 25 
for speeding, three for DUI and four 
for no drivers license. 

They also investigated five traffic 
accidents with seven injuries. 

Monthly bills totaling $22,738.21 
were approved for payment. Of this
